VOTING AND THINKING 


I here are those who like their Congresnmc ti to think. 
A gain, there are those who are proud when their Con* 
pressmen don t. ' 


It is a rather odd com m entary on current trends to 
hear boasts of the "regularity** of the thirteen Democratic 
Congressmen from Pennsylvania who took part in the 
balloting on proposed amendments to the O P A program. 
Regularity is right! Throughout the m any and om 
plicated phases which came before the I louse of Repre­ 
sentatives, none of the thirteen wavered so much as an 
inch. 


I hey voted like a bunch of sheep, like a Rockette 
chorus, like a goose stepping Prussian guard. Selectivity? 
Independence? Personal judgm ent? T h ey showed none. 
Now, there could lie two conclusions ibout such 
.unanim ity of opinion. O ne is that the problems were so 
clearly understood, and the fine critical judgment of this 
sterling group of patriots had been so painstakingly 
brought to bear on those problems, that all had reached 
exactly the same verdicts and hence voted alike. The other 
is that they had their orders and followed them. 
A s for judgment, it is conspicuous that no other 
equal group in Congress "held the line" during the varied 
votes with anything like the same unanim ity. I he "So u th ­ 
ern Democrats'* split on some of the issues 
So did most 
of the other Dem ocratic groups, So, for that matter, did 
the Republicans-—both nationally and from Pennsylvania, 
I he successive votes followed no fixed pattern. E x ­ 
cept for Pennsylvanian Democrats, other ( ongressmen 
were most conspicuously trying to pick and c h o o s e among 
the suggestions, on the Kiwi* of their individual opinions 
and judgment. 
hor that matter, there has been no true agreement 
at the top policy level af the Trum an cabinet. Anderson 
bas one opinion, Bow les another, Schwellenbach a third, 
Krug a fourth, etc. Moreover, what Bow les md I rum.ut 
say now is entirely different from what they were saying 
only a few weeks ago. 


Should the wind-up of O P A Im* advanced from lune, 
1947, to next M arch? C (ingress as a whole had i hard 
time deciding; the final vote was 209 to |S9 for the earlier 
date. But Pennsylvania's De hum rats were never iii doubt; 
the word was to vote against the earlier date, and (gainst 
it they voted. 


W hat about the idea of prohibiting O P A from fixing 
prices below cost of production plus reasonable profit? 
Alm ost anyone can see merit in that idea— everyone ex 
cept Pennsylvania Democratic C ongressmen. H ie Low er 
House was for it 259 to I 37. But the Keystone I )euu»c rats 
again had their orders— they all voted that O P A can do 
as it pleases, and pass the bills along to the taxpayers. 
Do you think O P A ought to withdraw controls is 
rapidly as supply equals dem and? 
Again, this seems 
reasonable; Congress thought so, 22H to 16b 
But the 
faithful boys from the Keystone state all had their doubts; 
once again they voted unanim ously to let the O P A do 
whatever it wishes. 
I low about subsidies? 
Everybody a g r e e s they ire 
bad; that they are morally wrong and economically un
